Nanda, who moved up from his 
Cabinet post of home minister 
to form a caretaker govern- 
ment after Nehru died Wednes- 
day. 


Backers of Lai Bahadur Shas-

candidate Morarji Desai, a for-

Exiles Urged 
to Keep Up 
Courage

WASHINGTON (AP)-A Sen- 


ate committee urged today that 
anti-Castro exile organizations' 
;ies in Cuba be encouraged and 
strengthened "to maintain and 
broaden the fire of disaffection 
and eventual revolt." 


Castro and communism must 
expelled from Cuba," as- 


serted a report by a Judiciary 
subcommittee. "They will be 
buried the deepest, if buried by 
Cubans — on the island and in 
exile." 


In issuing the report, Chair- 


man Philip A. Hart, D-Mich., 
said recent events indicate anti 
Castro operations are entering a 
new phase and "the time has 
come for a meaningful infiltra 
lion of Cuba, and a concerted ef 
fort to topple the regime." 


The report took issue with con 


gressional advocates of a U.S. 
supported Cuban government in 
exile. 


But it advocated finding a 


formula for unity among Cuban 
exile groups looking to creation 
of an organization which "could 
authoritatively address govern 
ment's, international bodies and 
public opinion, in the cause of 
Cuban freedom." 


Although subcommittee mem 


ber Sen. Hugh Scott, RPa., con 
curred in the report generally, 
he said he disagreed particular 
ly with the suggestion that U.S. 
policy toward Cuba is well de- 
fined and clearly articulated. 


"To include in this report a 


summarization of Cuban policy 
in the form of a blanket asser 
tipn of net 
progress is ill-ad- 


vised and uncalled for," Scott 
said in a statement. "Our policy 
as to Cuba, in fact, is ill-de- 
fined, fumbling, and 
certainly 


not clearly articulated." 


The subcommittee said 
the 


"generally widening gulf" be- 
tween the exiles and elements 
combatting the Castro regime 
within Cuba "is a disturbing, but 
perhaps inevitable aspect of po- 
litical development within the 
refugee community."

—The first unmanned model of 
the Apollo moonship orbited Un- 
earth today, buoying U.S. hopes 
of manned lunar landings in the 
1960s.

"adds to our confidence in meet- 
ing our goal of landing men on i 
the moon in this decade."

Apollo and several unmanned 
programs — are required before 
man sets forth on a lunar voy- 
age. 


A Saturn I rocket, which the 


United States claims is the most 
powerful in the world, hoisted 
the

than 100 miles high Thursday. 
Both 
rocket 
and 
spacecraft 


launched were "Model T" ver- 
sions of the more 
powerful, 


streamlined hardware to be used 
on the moon flights. 


The spacecraft weighed only 


17,000 pounds, carried no inter- 
nal gear and did not separate 
from the 
burned out second 


stage. It was the same shape as 
the real thing 
— which will 


weigh 
90.000 
pounds — 
and 


proved that in combination with 
the Saturn I it could with- 
stand the jolting climb through 
the atmosphere. No recovery of 
the satellite was planned. 


The Saturn I logged it's sixth 


successful test flight in as many 
launchings. Saturn I, with 1.5 
million pounds of .booster thrust, 
is forerunner of the massive 7.5- 
million pound thrust Saturn V, 
which will launch moonbound as- 
tronauts.

Apollo Model 
Rocket Ship 
Is Orbited 


By HOWARD BENEDICT 
CAI'E KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


—An unmanned model of the 
Apollo moonship was rocketed 
into orbit by a Saturn 1 super- 
boostiT today in the first of a 
lon« series of launchings aimed 
at manned lunar landings. 


All hough 
the 
rocket 
and 


spacecraft are only early ver- 
sions of the vehicles which will 
carry astronauts to the moon, 
the flight was an 
impressive 


start for the $20-billion Apollo 
program. 


Within two years, advanced 


models of both arc scheduled to 


three-man Apollo teams into 


earth orbit to prepare for moon 
trips late in this decade. 


The huge Saturn 1, scoring its 


sixth straight test flight suc- 
cess, rumbled skyward at 12:08 
p.m. 
under 
the 
tremendous 


force of .1.5 million pounds of 
thrust generated by the world's 
greatest known rocket power 
plant. 


The rocket's cluster of eight 


first-stage 
engines, spewing a 


tail of fire more than 300 feet 
long, burned out after 146 sec- 
onds and .. the 
second 
stage, 


driven 
by high-energy liquid 


hydrogen, ignited with a 90,000- 
pound thrust kick. 


The upper stage burned for 


eight minutes and 
drilled the 


"boiler flight" Apollo model into 
orbit more than 100 miles above 
the earth at 17.400 m.p.h. The 
second stage was steered for 
the first lime by a new guidance 
system which will be the same 
used to place Apollo astronauts 
on the path to the moon . 


Exact orbital figures were not 


known immediately. 


The spacecraft, with the sec- 


ond stage and an instrument 
unit still attached, was to orbit 
on a course ranging from 110 to 
MO miles high.

8 Americans 
Killed in So. 
Viet Nam 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Secre- 


tary of the Army Stephen Ailes 
said today that eight Americans 
have been killed in South Viet 
Nam in accidents due to struc- 
tural failures of the C 21 heli- 
copter. 


This is the "Flying Banana" 


type helicopter which has now 
been almost entirely replaced 
with UH1B Bell of the Iroquois 
type. 


Ailes' statement was in an- 


swer to a letter from Rep. Oli- 
ver P. Bolton R-Ohio who had 
written Rep. Carl Vinson, R-Ga., 
chairman of the House Armed 
Services 
Committee, 
demand- 


ing an investigation of the Viet 
Nam helicopter situation. Bolton 
released Ailes' reply to news- 
men today. 


Bolton wrote to Vinson that 
'I became acutely aware of the 
iroblem 
involving helicopters 


vhen one of my 
constituents 


was recently reported killed in 
action on April llth of this year, 


fc Albert Laurence 
Shimek, 


Jnionville, 
Ohio, 
was 
killed ] 


vhen the helicopter in which he 
was riding lost its tail assembly 
on a South Vietnamese mission. 
Several other Americans were 
dlled in the same crash of the 
UH1B 'Iroquois.' " 


The Ailes' statement on eight 


Americans killed referred only 
o the older CH21 helicopters. 
The last of these are to be re- 
placed by the end of June. 


Ailes said the structural fail- 


ures of the CH21s "had no sim- 
ilarity and were not specifically 
due to age or length of service 
of the items involved."

Bolton 
asked 
what 


engineering modifications 
are 


planned as a result of what he 
called a structural failure. 


Ailes replied that the cause of 


that crash is still unknown but 
as a result of an investigation
